Booth is a 29 year old esservicenan, a member of the Poplar Methodist Church and 
(of exceedintlr hich character thronuchout the area in which he is known. There is no 
doubt in the minds of tiuose wno icnow hin wall, inclucdinzs winisters, that he is by 
nabure truthful and of hizh moral interrity. What he saw was no hoac, and he had 
ample time to‘study it in creat detail. 


Booth runs a community store and service station on hishuay 721 about eizht miley) 
north of Conway. Me usually keeps his business open until about 11:00, which he did 
on the night of Jarmazyr 23, last Thursda;. 


He lives with his parents a mile or so from the store and after closing the 
gtation, he drove hore and arrived thers at about 11:15, His mother had le?t his 
snoper orenared for him as usual so he put on the coftea pot and sat dowa to read the 
paper while it was heaving. 


A cev \inutes later, ne heard one of his father’s mmles nelchiny at the barn, 
A fou itinutes more wid a second mule —— causins a commotion, a mile that is not 
easily disturbed.
